DEVICE DOUBLES 
SCOPE RADIO 


|Telegraph and Telephone 


-at Same Time. 


New York, Jan. 17.—What was sald 
to be a long forward step in the science 
of radio communication was demon- 
strated tonight in the Engineering So- 
cieties’ building, when telephone and 
telegraph messages were carried sim- 
ultaneously on the same radio Wave 
hlength from a single wireless transmit- 
ting set and antenna. 

They were received also on a single 
radio set and antenna, without inter- 
ference or distortion, and brought 
down to clear and audible hearing. 

‘The achievement was demonstrated 
by Dr. Frank B. Jewett, chief engi- 


and head of the Bell system research 
laboratories, and was said to have 
been made possible largely through an 
electrical “filter” invented by Dr. G. 
A. Campbell, a telephone engineer. 
Selects and Divides Signals. — 

The device, it was explained, ‘‘ makea 
iit possible to separate the various fre- 
quencies at which the individual tele- 
phone and telegraph messages are 
carried.” 

Two ‘specially constructed demon- 
stratior radio sets were placed in the 
Auditorium for the benefit of members 
| of the Telephone society, who are chief- 
ly electrical engineers and communica- 
tion experts. The telephone and tele- 
graph messages then were dispatched 

at the sare time and were received at 
the other end of the stage. They were 
detected by a single vacuum tube cir- 
cuit, after which it was necessary to 
separate the two messages. 

The detected electrical current then 
was passed through the “ filter,” which 
separated the frequencies of the tele- 
graph message from those of the tele- 


phone message. 
New Filter Does the Trick. 

It was explained that the filter dif- 
fers materially from ‘the ordinary 
tuned circuits familiar to the radio en- 
gineer, ag the filter separates, not sin- 
gie frequencies, but bands of frequen- 
cies of any predetermined width. The 
filter-makes it possible, it was said, to 
separate the band of frequencies com- 
prising the telephone nréssage from the 
band comprising the telegraph mes- 


gage. It can also separate one tele-

As far as is known, Mrs. Dodge has 
never worn the pearis publicly. She 
is stjll in mourning—and refuses to 
comment on them. 

It is said, however, that at the wed 
ding of her daughter, Delphine, to 
James H. R. Cromwell, son of Mrs. 
E. T. Stotesbury of. Philadelphia, in 
June, 1920, when Mrs. Dodge dowered 
the daughter with $30,000,000, Mrs. 
Dodge showed her daughter a wonder- 
ful nearl necklace. 

When a firm of Paris antique deal- 
ers by the name of Benguiat Brothers 
—who have not, admitted they brought\ 
the priceless necklace to America-— 
brought suit against the noted jewelers, 
Cartier, Inc., for a share of the pro- 
ceeds of the sale which they allege 
has been withheld—all American jewel- 
dom was amazed. 

The complaint stated, among other 
things, that the Benguiats had placed 
the necklace in the Cartiers’ hands, re- 
ceiving $500,000 on account, under an 
agreement that they were to get 50 
per cent of the profits of the sale 
over and above that amount. They 
allege that the sale price was $1,500,- 
000 and that their total receipts from 
Cartier, Inc., were but $616,575. 


Traced to Catherine II. A 


“The known history of the 
strands of pearls, clasped with a won- 
derful miniature of Catherine II., the 
German princess, who for a time ruled 
all Russia, cannot -be traced fartiger 
than her régime.

At the present moment, the article 
continues, there is a large consign- 
ment of American cartridges and auto- 
matic rifies lying at Jibuti (a French 
port on the Gulf of Aden).awaiting the 
consent of the French authorities for 
its transport into the interior, and it is 
believed that the French, not being 
much in love with the convention of 
1919 and fearing an “incident” with 
the American government, which prob- 
ably knows nothing whatever about 
the affair, may shortly give their con- 
sent.

THE STRAP HANGER WANTS 
A SUBWAY NOW. | 


‘When the Inquiring Reporter asked the outlying 
business mgqn what they thought about building a 


subway now he got divided opinion. Some were 


for it and some were against it and some thought 


_ they ought to be for it but were afraid of it. When 
he asked the strap hangers ‘he got unanimity. 


Strap hangers are tired of what they are getting. | 


Théy want a ‘subway. They want rapid and com- 
fortable transportation and they cannot get it, al- 
though they have paid for it. The strap hangers 
and car users are the largest congregation of vot- 
ers in town. They do not have automobiles and 
they do not live near their work, and gbout the 
hardest part of the day’s work is getting to it 
and back again. 

Outlying business men who are opposed to the 
subway are not logical and not sensible, but they 
are influential politically because they can organ- 
ize to oppose and the mass of strap hangers cannot 
organize to advocate. Therefore an alderman may 
listen to thirty because he does not hear from 3,000, 

A lecturer on economics at Yale had a favorite 
story about the town of.Hlartford. It had two 
railway stations in different parts of the town, one 
for the Boston road and the other for the New 
York. The railroads wanted a union station, but 
the hackmen and express and transfer men 
thought their business depended upon the incon- 
venience to which travelers were put; and for a 
long while they prevented the consolidation of ter- 
minals with the argument that it was bad for the 
city not to have two railroad stations. Consolida- 
tion was forced through and with bettered rail- 
oad facilities there was more cab and express 
business than before. 

A city 46@s not progress by being backward. 
The outlying business men who oppose the subway 
ought to know, and would if they looked about 
them, that the most prosperous outlying districts 
are the ones with the best transportation, and that 
if there were no transportation there would not be 
any such district at all. They\should ask them- 
selves if they want to go back to horse cars, If 
they went back to horse cars what do they think | 
would happen to the real estate values about them, 
and what do you think would happen to their busi- 
nesses ? 

The most stubborn and the most timid of them 
argue as if they wanted to build walls around the 
communities in which they find their trade and 
make it iliégal for any citizen to go outside the in- 
closure to spend money. 

This economic absurdity ? at the bottom of the) 
insistence that a city shall not provide ite citizens 
with the best methods of transportation possible. 

The bigness of a city is a detriment unless waste 
of time is eliminated by quickness of transporta- 
tion. A city must provide facilities which over- 
come the disadvantage of the space it occupies.

MIXED JURIES. 

The Arbuckle case provoked mixed feelings re- 
garding mixed juries. The Burch case does not 
quiet them. We were old fashioned enough to 
confess that things seemed to have changed per- 
ceptibly since the well known home life of the 
dear queen, and were revealed in what the men 
and women had to listen to in the Arbuckle case.

REHABILITATE THE. 
RAILWAYS. 

While there has been considerable discussion of 
railroad rates and the relation of operating ex- 
penses, especially the factor of wages, to trade 
revival, there is an important aspect of the railroad 
situation which is given too little attention. That 


seems more pressing, though opinions differ as 
te the policy which ought to .be followed. But 
the question of maintenance is basic and if it is 
neglected will prove to be a serious obstacle to 
business efficiency when our revival comes. At 
present business ie bad and the railroads are not 
called upon to function 100 per cent, but as busi- 
ness increases the demands upon transportation 
facilities will increase. Will the railroads then 
be able to meet them? 

The financial condition of the roads and 
relief of pressure for service have caused the roads 
te cease ordering rolling stock, to reduce*mainte- 
nance to a minimum and to reduce trackage. Since 
1917 over 5,700 miles of road have been abandoned 
and only 3,200. miles built, the net decline thus 
amounting to 2,500 miles of trackage. In 1921 
the emaliest number of locomotives were built 
since 1897 and the record @ freight and passenger 
cars also shéws serious decline. 

Part of the shrinkage is ascribed to competi- 
tion of motor traffic, but the fact remains that a 
revival of business will put a strain upon our trans- 
portation facilities which they may not be ready 
to meet. It is obvious that this will have serious 
effect upon business, and if it can be avoided by a 
more foresighted policy it should be applied before 
it is too late. An efficient transportation system 
ig essential to the economic health of the country, 
and a penny wise policy either on rates or regu-| 
lations or government aid, where necessary, is 
certain to cost the public heavily. A lberal policy 
which should assist the roads to rehabilitate and 
extend their facilities now would not only have a
